Charges have been filed in the legis- 
lature which, if true, should place him 
in a felon’s cell and he has not dared 
to rise in his place and make even a 
formal disclaimer.

| ton newspaper that he had oceupied 


his seat in the house, but the news- 
paper afterwards retracted the mis- 
leading statement which had been 
branded by ‘The Capital as a wilful 
lic. 

The Jast week of the legislature 
found Cushing in Kdmonton without 
daring to appear in the houes. If he 
came to this city to do a bit of bluff- 
ing ‘to help out his Calgary friends and 
the Albertan his bluff was called. He 
may be a good hand at “fat-frying”’ for 
personal election purposes, but his of- 
fer to build and equip the Fort Me- 
Murray railway for $16,000 a mile and 
his hide-and-seek performances - this 
week in connection with the tabled 
charges in the legislature prove that 
his courage, like “Bob Acres,” has 
oozed out of his finger-tips. Ife has 
occupied a seat in the Alberta legisla- 
ture for the last time, and has pocket- 
ed his last indemnity; and to use the 
words of Walter Scott, will go down: 
To the vile dust from whence he

The Capital is opposed to shams and 
hypocrites of every description, and 
has splendid precedent for its cause 
in ‘that Good Book which Cushing 
irreverently quoted on at least one 
occasion on the floor of the house.

When isa Tenant Not a 
Tenant? When He’s a 
Householder, Says Ass- 

essor---and {e's Judge 


Although the trials and tribulations 
of tthe legislature, so far as the ten- 
ants’ franchise is concerned, are end- 
ed, the troubles of the city officials 
have only commenced. 

According to the act governing ten- 
ants) and householders, as it now 
stands, the city officials contend that 
the assessor is the only person who 
can draw. a line and say who is a ten- 
ant and who is a householder. Teu- 
ant, as defined in the amendment to 
the charter, is a person who has been 
a resident of the city one month prior 
to the first day of September, while 
to be a houscholder he must have 
been a resident prior to the first day 
of. February of the then current year. 

It tis Assessor McMillan’s conten- 
tion that when a resident applies to be 
put on the voters list if the assessor 
has evidence that ‘that person has been 
a resident of the city prior to the first 
of February he can be classed as a 
householder and will consequently be 
compelled to pay the three dollars 
householder’s tax. Persons who are 
only ‘tenants can be compelled to pay 
poll tax, the assessor being sole dicta- 
tor in this regard, the council having 
no authority to abolish the poll tax.

Royal, Dominion and Union 


to Pay Over Great Wa 
Province Has Entered 


Five men yesterday afternoon leit 
the stone steps of the Imperial bank, 
on a legal mission for the province of 
Alberta, which may not see a satis- 
factory conclusion until the Privy 
Council of Mngland has handed down 
a decision that will be final for all 
time to come in the most important 
legal fight in which the province has 
ever become involved. 

Those five men, acting in accordance 
with the act passed by the legislature, 
and assented to yesterday, providing 
for the diversion of the Waterways 
millions to the public funds of the pro- 
Vinee, presented ‘three cheques iat 
three different banks.. They presented 
a cheque for $6,253,868.01 at the Royal 
Bank, and the cheque was refused. 
Chey presented a cheque for $1,$42,- 
3901.34 at the Union Bank, and the 
cheque was refused. 
hd ] 

They presented a cheque for $416,- 
056.47 at the Dominion bank, and the 
cheque was refused. A few minutes 
afterwards the five men, on behalf of 
the province of Alberta, had entered 
action against the several banks for 
recovery of the above mentioned 
ainounts, in the supreme court of Al- 
berta. i 

The filing of these actions sees the 
commencement of the expected. liti- 
gation arising out of the act. passed 
by the legislature, and which litigation 
will in all probability extend over a 
year or posisbly two years, and will 
he carried right through to the privy 
council, 

The six men were 1, J. Clarry, de- 
puty atorney general of the province, 
i. W. Burley, provincial auditor, W. 
I, Walsh, and C A. Masten} legal 
representatives of the province, G. R. 
I. Kirkpatrick, manager of the Im- 
perial bank, and If. 1% Newell, legal 
representative of the Imperial bank, 
As soon as the act providing for the 
appropriation of the Waterways funds 
was assetned to by His Honor, along 
with the other bills yesterday after- 
noon, these five men left the Imperial 
bank on their rounds of the banks. 

They wasted no time. Within a 
little over an hour after the bill had 
been assented to, action had been en- 
tered in the courts by the province 
against the banks. 

The amounts mentioned above, are 
the total amount of the Waterways’ 
bond money, together with acerud in- 
terest to date, as depasited in the 
three banks. ‘The party went to the 
Royal bank, the manager of the Im- 
perial bank as banker for the province, 
representing the cheque. 

The manager of the Royal bank, 
who had watched the parity start out 
from the bank across the street, look- 
ed at the cheque they presented, then 
refused payment. 

The men went quietly out, got into 
their ‘two-seated cutter, and drove to 
the Union bank a few doors away. 
There they received similar treatment 
from the manger of that bank, and the 
treatment was repeated when the par- 
ty reached the Dominion bank. After 
that they drove to the provincial 
government buildings, took the state- 
ments of claim that had been made 
out by the attorney-general’s depart- 
ment and drove to the courts with 
them. 

As expected, the banks absolutely 
refuse to turn over the money. ‘Their 
contention is, although they have yet 
filed no defense, that the money was 
deposited by W. R- Clarke’s represen- 
tatives, and that it is the property ot 
the Alberta and Great Waterways rail-

TO STERILIZE 
ALL THE WATER 


Now Busy at Strathcona Pump- 
ing Plant Preparing for New 
Machinery. 


(By Our Own’ Reporter.) 
Strathcona, Dec. 17.—The tempor- 
ary sterilization plant at the pumping 
station has already given such good 
astisfaction in operation that no time 


is being lost in installing a permanent 
equipment which will hereafter puri- 
fy all water supplied the city. Auth- 
ority for this permanent plant was re- 
cently given by ‘the council upon ad- 
vice from Prof. Edwards of the Uni- 
versity and all this week workmen 
have be nemployed at the power house 
in completing arrangements for the 
reception of the sterilizing machinery. 
While the temporary plant is giving 
splendid satisfaction in operation, 
efliciency is detracted from by 
reason of the constant attention which 
has to be given by the men in charge 
for the mixing of the bleaching mix- 
ture which filters steadily into the wat- 
er supply as it passes under the barrels 
on its way to the city mains, With 
the permanent plant this mixing will 
be done automatically without con- 
stant attention.

Belere 1 came over here 4 was 
given to understand that a New York 
peliceman would hit you on the nose 
if you asked him the way anywhere, 
and knock you down with his staff 
it ke did not care for the cut of your 
clothes. I am glad to be able to re- 
fute these unjust assertions Speak- 
ing as one who has come into cullis- 
ion with the New York police on sev- 
eral occasions some of them suspic- 
icus, | beg leave to place it on record 
that, as a body, they are kindly gen- 
tlemen of superfine address and ap- 


aman. | ‘will tell you. 
in the bars of New York for the bar- 
man to give you a little ticket stating 
the amount of your expenditure. ‘This 
ticket you take over to the cashier, 
who, a trifle sullenly, accepts your 
money. It is the custom in England, 
oa the other hand, to pay your money 
direct ‘to the person who serves you 
with the drink. You pay it moreover 
hefore you take the drink. 

Very well, when an Englishman has 
finished. his: drink, he walks: straight 
out of the Bar. This is the habit, and 
habits are stubborn things. 1 brought 
with me to New York, among other 
habits, the habit of walking straight 
out, and I indulged it. The small 
piece of paper, entirely ignored, would 
be left with the astonished barman. 

You can imagine the next scene— 
the barman shouting, the cashier 
shouting, the door keeper shouting, all 
‘the other customers staring, a crowd 
collecting on the sidewalk, a police- 
man shoving his way ‘through the 


crowd, And the dialogue: 
Policeman—Phwat’s the — matter 
here?

FORTUNES OF TWO MEN 
AMOUNT TO $95,000,000 


Charles Morrison and Alfred Beit Left 
That Sum—Interesting Details 
of Their Wills. 


Toondon.—The fortunes of the two 
mubtizmillionaires, Charles Morrison 
and Alfred Beit, amount to nearly 
$95,000,000. Mr. ‘Morrison's estate 
which was valued provisionally at 
$30,000,000, ‘has mow been resworn at 
$5000K00. Mr. Beit’s fortune, pro- 
visionally valued at $15,000,000, is now 
put at $45,000,000. 

Mr. Morrison's is. probably the lar- 
gest fortune of which anyone in this 
country has had absolute disposal, 
though the amount (that passed on the 
death of whe date Duke of Westmin- 
ster, including great estates of which 
he was tenant for life, was probably 
amore than $70,000,000. 

Mr (Morrison, who dted in May last 
year ‘at his home, Basildon Park, near 
Reading, at the age of ninety-one, 
inherited $10,000,000 from his. father, 
tthe head of the Fore Street Ware- 
house (Drapery) Company in 1857, 
and gradually increased his fortune 
by creful investmem¢ in the city, 

IMr. (Beit’s millions were accumu- 
lated much wore rapidly than Mr. 
iMorrison’s.  Blorn in’ Hamburg in 
1853, he was a clerk in a merchant's 
‘office there until he was attracted to 
Kimberley in whe days of the first 
diamond rush. Me thad $5,000 capital 
with him and used it ito such effect 
that he ‘became the financial power 
of ‘South Africa.

sented by strangers to merchants, in 
payment for goods purchased, 

At the present time in the city of 
Edmonton, there are so many new 
residents coming dav that gt ds a hard 
matter for the merchant tio kutow who 
as who, and it has been mgreed that 
‘something should be done to dis- 
‘courage the cheque habit. 

Tt is net at all ‘pleasant for a mer- 
chant to have to inform a customer 
that he cannot cash a cheque, as he 
(whe customer) fis a total Stranger; 
neither is it pleasant for the: cus- 
tomer, "This, rowever, ‘is being done 
every day. 

Tk was suggested that it might ibe 
advisable for the cheque tholder to 
endeavor to have ft cashed at the 
Bank, or failing to do 60, present it 
for payment where he is known, 

‘A mumlber olf manufacturers, -etc., 
we in the habit of paying their help 
by cheque. Im magy cases the cheques 
are issued ion Saturday and cannot be 
cashed at the Bamk ion that day, bint 
are usually prseented ap town in the 
afternoon or evening. This is «all 
tight in ithe -case iof the old resident, 
but fin many cases it proves ci source 
of inconvenience tio the new arrival, 
especially to the aman who canmot ‘get 
uptown through the day. 

If manufacturers and ochers em- 
ploying a number of drands would give 
the matter some consideration, they 
would no doubt, in amosit cases, Con- 
clude ‘that st would save them a great 
deal of accounting if their ‘help were 
paid by casly as it obviates the neces- 
sity of issuing a number of cheques, 
which cheques have ito ibe put through 
the Docks iridividually, whereas in 
paying 'by wash, fit fs necessary to tssue 
one cheque only, 

Private individuals also should ex- 
ereise some consideration in cashing. 
cheques, tof their town tissue or other. 
Wise, The merchants diesire tio satisty 
Whe demands of the purchaser to the 
best of ‘his ability, but dn many cases, 
Itas mot to his interest to cash cheques 
for sitrangers.

PRODUCED IN LEIPZIG 


Laps the Marble. 


Adela Maddison’s “Talisman” Accept- 
ed by German Critics With Un- 
usual and Unanimous Praise 


Berlin—Scenes of enthusiasm such 
as have not been accorded before .to 
any Anglo-Saxon composer marked 
the production of Miss Adela Maddi- 
son’s opera, “The Talisman,” at the 
Neue Theatre, Leipzig. 

The opera, which is in four acts, isa 
version of a dramatized fairy tale writ- 
ten by Ludwig Fudda. The critics are 
unanimous in saying that Miss Maddi- 
son has put into her opera much thor- 
oughly sound and interesting work. 

Leopold Schmidt, a leading Berlin 
critic, says that so far as the musical 
talent of the composer is concerned 
one’s expectations were not disap- 
pointed, 

Miss Maddison is an Irish girl who 
first studied in Paris and then came 
to Berlin, where she has worked ever 
sinee. Dr. Hans. Lowenfeld, the di- 
rector of the Iveipsig Opera House, 
was so delighted with “The Talisman” 
when Miss Maddison played it for him 
that he accepted it onthe spot.

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THRILLING STORY 
OF JUNGLE TRIP 


Attempts Advance Over New Guinca 
Hill That Is Fully 1,500 Feet High 
—Knee Deep For Two Miles— 


London—A thrilling story is told 
in letters from New Guinea of the 
journey made by Dr. Eric Marshall, 


who stated off without any European 
companion from the camp of the Brit- 
; : ne hey 

ish New Guinea expedition at ‘Tipwe 


to discover a route to the Snow 
Moundains. After a trying trip of 


nearly three weeks, in which this car- 
riers deserved, Dr. Marshall succeed- 
ed in finding this avay ‘back ito camp, 
says Reuter, 

The young explorer, pwhioo was a 
anembber tof ‘the Shackleton South Polar 
Expedition, left the camp at ‘Tipue on 
June 13, accompanied only iby three 
Surbhas and with twelve native car- 
riers, to find a road vo the mountains, 
which were ithe objective of the ex- 
peditioun 

He turmed eastward, and after wad- 
ing knee deep for itwo imiles, struck 
the Wataikwa, the largest niver the 
had then seen, Shortly afterward the 
came On mountains which rose sheer 
from he river for some hundreds of 
feet and made progress svith loads 
aimost impossible. 

Leaving two of this three Gurkhas in 
camp, Dr. ‘Marshall then started vith 
one, Gurkha and five matives, and at- 
tempted ‘to advance over a ‘hill 1,500 
fect high, covered ‘with dense jungle 
and dead and fallen trees. 

“A Very Stiff Climb.” 

“Pukman (the Gurkha) and I,” says 
Dr. :Margaall, “owent ahead, cutting a 
path which ithe grumbling natives 
evinosd every desire vo desert, but 
were afraid ito «lo so. Tt was a very 
stiff climb, ‘but about thalf-way up | 
obtained a good view of the sea and 
coast—iuhe first for six months, It 
was good to get a glimpse of ithe hori- 
aon again after six months’ imprison- 
ment in ‘this deadly jungle It now 
began to pour as it only can din this 
country, and ave had to find ia spot 
where we could descend by means of 
tree trunks, and, six hours after the 
start, shiding and tumbling—in fact, 
doing everything but piteh diown thead- 
Toremost— again struck the river.” 

On the dolbowing niarning Dr. Mar- 
shall again started off with two natives 
to see what lay ahead, and, alternate- 
ly wading and cutting through the 
jungle, aseeauled the valley for two 
miles, The natives vere very loath 
to proceed, declaring what uhis was 
the county of “the littl men.” On 
this march the explorer was saved 
trom ibetng precipitated imto a deep 
and gsapid torrent (by a native, avho 
saatdhed him woud lof dairger just as he 
was being swept off his feet. 

“First Man in District.” 


On ttre following day, wien six 
intles up the mountains and seven days 
from camp, the was deserted. “Here 
{ am, absohively alone,” writes Dr, 
Marsha, “tthe first white man to pene- 
trate this district. aMy natives have 
deserted, and I shave sent my one 
Gurkha ‘back ito the last camp, while 
T remain on guard. All the available 
itood is four pounds wf rice and two 
teaspoonsful of tea, and I have given 
the Gurldha my gun, retaining only my 
pistol.” : 

Water the two Gurkhas from ithe 
previous camp arrived and informred 
Dr Marshall what all the natives dhad 
deserted. ‘Continuing, Dr.. Marsghatl 
says: 

“We are now landed with the diffi- 
culty of transponing our baggage, 
but the two Gurkhas and myself must 
make it into three loads and carry dé 
down to the mex¢ camp, and from 
chence by relay work to the canoe, if 
the natives have not taken tit. 

“Nhe Gurkhas are perfect trumps. 
‘Whe two practically divided she whole 
load ‘between them, and positively re- 
tused ito alliony me to carry anything 
but dhe canteen and whe culinary gear. 
We reached the lower camp after five 
hours’ march, and, of course, thave 
seen no sign of the natives, who have 
“one for good. We are now faced 
with gatting everything down to the 
canoe «amp, and there are at doasit 
five treavy boas.” , 

“Slashed My Knee Often.” 


“Unfortunately, while cutting away 
through the jungle to-day with my 
cookrie I stashed my knee open for 
one and a ‘half inches down to ehe 
bone, and ‘this rather handicaps ane 
over the rough ground.” 

On ithe fothowing day, Dr. Marstrall 
findiwg that the natives, inorder to cut 
off ths retreat, had taken away his 
canoe, arranged to build a raft with 
which to négotiate ‘the rapids, but 
meanwhile the river was wisime ay the 
rate of eighteen inches an hour, and 
them the tornen: was rushing down 
within a fort of whe banks. “In oa 
space of two minutes,” continues Dr. 
Marshal, “the river rose ho the top 
of this highest part of the bank, com- 
ing down dna great wall, and aearly 
twenty unites an hour; trees orn up 
‘by dhe noots flew past, and the great 
waves carried everything before them,’ 

Finding it impossible to proceed by 
means of a raft, Dr. Marshall ihtd this 
stores in ‘the jungle, and, with a toad 
weighing fifty to sixty pounds, started 
tO returm wo camp, ‘his Gurkhas each 
carrying about the same weight. Tihe 
day’s march was a terrible one; every 
inch of the road thad to be cut through 
Jungle, and, after a journey of eight 
‘hours, wwith three brief dralts, camp 
was pitched. 

The following day's experience was 
equally trying, but on June 27 some of 
the deserters returned pvith whe miss- 
ing canoe, and Dr. Marshall resumed 
his jourmey, and finally returned to 
‘TSpare, where he found Captain \Raw- 
ling. 
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HIGH COST OF LIVING 
IN GERMANY RESULT 
OF PROTECTIVE TARIVF 


Government No Longer Denies Pro- 
tection Exacts Heavy Toll irom 
the People — Agrarian Farmers 
Profit—People Lose 600,000,009 
Marks Annuaily; Empire and Land 
Cwners Get Money. 


Berlin—The German goverament 
has at last given up all attempts io 
deny that the inecease in the cost of 
living here is due to the high pro- 
tective tariff, but discussion still cen- 
tres around the question as ‘to what 
extent the German people a relaid un- 
der toll through this tax by the agra- 
rians. ‘ 

Professor Breutano estimates the 
annual cost to the German people at 
600 million marks, of which the Iém- 
pire cashes 100 millions, while 500 
millions go into the pockets of the 
Agrariay jJand owners (his calcu- 
lation is confirmed by a table whici 
the Russian Finance Minister, Kok- 
owzelf, has drawn up 

Rye and Wheat Raised 


An Agrarian member of parliament, 
M. Kaemp, has criticized this calcu- 
lation, and estimates that rye, which 
pays 50 marks per ton, is only raised 
by 24 marks, and wheat, which pays 
55 marks per ton, only by 28 marks. 

Unfortunately for the agrarian cal- 
culation the comparison has been with 
different qualities. If the same qual- 
ity is taken the price difference is even 
higher than the duty. Thus Russian 
Ulka wheat is quoted 205 marks in 
Hamburg. Its price in Odessa is 
125.65 narks; freight, etc. from Odes- 
sa to Hamburg, totals, 10.50 marks, 
so that the real cost is 146.15 marks. 
This is 58.85 marks cheaper than in 
Hamburg, so that the consumer noi 
only pays the 55 marks duty, but an 
additional 3.85 marks,

The lo- 
cal authorities are doing all they can 
with the ‘commuues: organizing the 
transport of meat to their markets; 
employers-are combining to purchase 
meat in common for their work peo- 
ple; individual governments, like ‘the 
Bavarian, show their sympathy by the 
imparting of advice... One person only 
is indifferent. But he happens to be 
the Chancellor of the’ Empire.” 


BRITISH AERODROME 
A BUSY PLACE DAILY 


Lloyd-George's Wish for Spectacle 
Such as He Saw at Rheims 
Realized 


London—A little over two years ago 
I happened to be standing near Lloyd 
George one day during the aviation 
week at Rheims, when aviation was 
still an unknown quality, and heard 
him exclaim while watching the mech- 
anical birds hovering over the grain 
fields of Bethany: 

“T wish that such a spectacle might 
also be seen in Iingland,” Almost 
in the same breath he added, “And 
why not? [ imagine Salisbury Plain 
would prove as suitable an acrodrome 
as this.” 

The Chancellor's wish has now in 
great part been realized. Salisbury 
Plain is, indeed, developing into one 
of the most important aviation centres 
in Great Britain, lying machines are 
seen daily soaring over the vast mea- 
dows that extend from Bulford Camp 
to Knighton Down and the picturesque 
old road to -Devizes. ‘The Bristol 
Acroplane Company has established 
a flying school here and other aviators 
arc also at work with their acroplanes 
What is still more important is that 
the plain has been definitely selected 
by the War department as the head- 
quamers of the aeroplanists of the 
army air corps, 

Farmborough is to continue as the 
principal station for airships, but the 
work of trainine ihe army officers and 
sappers to handle the heavier-than- 
air machines will be mainly carried 
out on the great plain near Ameshury. 
T am informed that a company of the 
Royal Scots will shortly be encamped 
near the war office flying ground and 
that eight new sheds wall be erected, 
bringing the total hangers to sixteen. 
Therein will be housed the Parman 
and Paulham biplanes and the two- 
seated Bleriot monoplanes ordered 
from Trance by the government.

U.S. NAVAL POWER _ 
DROPS TO THIRD 


Germany Takes Second Position and 
Makes Rapid Gains on England— 
Japan Tries to Catch Up—Mikado 
Makes Sccret Contract in England 
for New 27,000-Ton Battle ship. 


Washington—The announcement 
that the United States plans the build- 
ing of two battleships, one collier and 
one gunboat, with a portion of the 
$126,046,659 appropriation asked for 
the fiscal yeambeginning July 1, 1911, 
calls attention to ‘the rapid increase 
in German naval construction and also 
to the sudden awakening of Japan 
along the same lines. 

Germany has made a decided gain in 
naval strength over the United States 
in the last year and while our navy 
stands second in tonnage afloat, the 
Germans have outdistanced it in build- 
ing, besides making a decided stride 
toward equality with the British navy. 

It is believed by many experts that 
Germany has already eclipsed us’ in 
the actual strength of ships in coim- 
mission. 

Little Accomplished by Japan 

On December 1, 1909, the United 
States was credited with 76,006 tons 
more warship displacement than Ger- 
many, This year on December 1, she 
has only 51,677 more tons than Ger- 
many. Jn tonnage under construction 
Germany was only 51,677 tons ahead 
of the United States, a year ago, while 
today she is 191,360 tons ahead. The 
proportionate gain of Germany on 
Great Britain in both tonnage afloat 
and under construction has been prac- 
tically as great as that of the United 
States, 

A surprise'to naval officials, as dis- 
closed by the compilation made under 
the supervision of Captain “I: M, Potts 
is that Japan has accomplished little in 
the last year. Her gain in tonnage 
afloat is so small as to indicate that 
actually the navy ‘has ‘dropped ‘back 
slightly. 

Japan Suddenly Awakes - 

Japan has now suddenly awakened 
and efforts ‘are’ being‘ made ‘to get 
through a monster programme, even 
larger than Germany’s, to obtain one 
or two battleships of 27,000 tons, 
mounting 14-inch guns and to have 
other battleships and cruisers auth- 
orized last year enlarged by several 
thousand tons. 

Japan is understood only recently to 
have ‘secretly made, contracts, in Eng- 
land for the first of the 27,000 ton 
ships, the plans for which call for the 
mounting of ten 14-inch guns. 

France remains in fourth place, next 
below the United States. 


BOSTON SECT IS ABROAD 

London.—London has been invaded 
by a troop of missionaries with un- 
trimmed beards and with hair reach- 
ing to their shoulders, All have been 
sent out from Exeter, the British 
headquarters of the sect, which orig- 
inated in Boston. 

The main tenets of the sect are em- 
bodied in a book published by “Ben- 
jamin, the Seventh Messenger,” in 
Michigan, and addressed to “The 
Twelve Tribes of Israel scattered 
abroad.” ‘The members believe that 
exactly 144,000 people were born io 
be of the elect, and that everyone 
else is outside the pale. All the elect 
have, by ‘the law, to allow hair and 
beard to grow unchecked, to show 
they are spiritual men apart from the 
unregencrated community.

‘desired. In God’s providence Messiah 
lis to be the Second Adam, in the sense 
‘that he will regenerate, as his chil- 
(dren, all the posterity of the First 
Adain, Messiah is thus declared in 
prophecy to be the Everlasting Fath- 
er of mankind—the Father or Life- 
igiver, better than Adam, and who will 
‘give to our race everlasting life, in- 
\steud of a heritage of weakness, in 
(perfection and death. 

' Similarly, Moses not only was a real

ly one, not the heavenly one, not the 
spiritual. They are about to be re- 
freshed and to enter upon a new 
career. That career, however, will 
not mark them as Ishmaelites, nor 
will their New Covenant relationship 
be symbolized by Hagar, the Old Law 
Covenant, Thenceforth they are re- 
presented under a new type. 

Tf, at first, our Jewish friends 
might be inclined to feel disappointed 
that they were represented in Ish- 
mael, and not in Isaac, by the Hagar 
Covenant, the Covenant of bondage 
to the Law, instead of being formed 
free from the Law, there is a consola- 
tion.. Their consolation-is that Isaac 
typified the Messiah and that Israel 
is pictured as the nation on whose 
behalf Messiah will mediate the New 
Law Covenant. The Messiah must be 
spiritual, in order to be able to con- 
fer the great blessings indicated in 
the Covenant made with Abraham. 
The nation of Israel never expected 
to be spiritual and had ho such 
promise.in the Bible. To the Jews 
will come exactly what they have 
always been expecting—greatness as 
an earthly people, honor as the elect. 
nation through whom the New Cove- 
nant blessings will be. opened up to 
all the world of mankind—the Gen- 
tiles. 

As already pointed out, Isaac, the 
son of Abraham, typified the Messiah 
of glory, the Son of God and heir of 
all the promises—the one through 
whom alone eternal life may be ob- 
tained and restitution to that perfec- 
tion which will enable Israel and the 
world to keep the Divine Law per- 
fectly and merit the gift of God, 
eternal life, according to their New 
Law Covenant by and through its 
great Mediator—Messiah. 

In due time, Abraham sent his 
trusted servant Eleazar (typical of 
the holy Spirit) to select a Bride for 
his son Isaac. Eleazar might not go 
anywhere. He-was directed to go 
only to those of Abraham's family, 
thus implying that none would be 
called to be the Bride of Messiah ex- 
cept such as were already in relation- 
ship to God through faith, obedience 
and justification. When the servant 
had found Rebecca he put upon her 
certain jewels, explained to her and 
her relatives the nature of his mis- 
sion, and asked her if she were will- 
ing to come and be Isaace’s Bride. 
He said, my master, Abraham, is 
very rich and all that he hath he 
hath given unto Isaac. 

Thus the great riches of God 
again illustrated in Abraham and 
fact that Messiah is his Son and 
heir of all the promises of God, the 
One through whom Israel and all 
mankind shall be blessed. Rebecca 
promptly responded and thus be- 
trothed herself to the unseen Bride- 
groom and hastened with the servant 
to Isaac. As her kinsfolk bade her 
goodby they wished her a blessing 
in these words, ‘‘Be thou the mother 
of thousands of millions" (Genesis 
xxiv, 60), 

We read that ‘Rebecca arose and 
her damsels (maids, servants) and 
they rode upon the camelz and fol- 
lowed the man Eleazar.” 

Here we find, in harmony with 
other Scriptures, a picture of this 
Gospel Age, and its work of bringing 
to Messiah a special Bride class. of 
saintly ones. First amongst these 
saints were some of the Jewish ra- 
tion, according to the Divine Rule; as 
the Scriptures set forth—‘'to the Jew 
first.” This Bride class has been s0- 
lectec from every nation, people, 
kindred and tongue, yet in all will be

In her resurrection glory she 
is pictured as the Queen robed in 
Ophir with fine needlework—the 
glory representing the divine nature 
which will be granted her and tho 
fine needlework representing her 
slorious righteousness, embellished 
with with the fruits of the holy Spirit. 
The Psalmist tells how she shall be 
brought into the presence of the great 
King Jehovah and then adds that 


| the virgins, or companions, that fol- 


low her shall also be brought into 
the presence of the King, showing 
that there will always be a dificrence 
of rank on the spiritual plane. These 
two classes are again pictured in the 
Law as Priests and Levites, the 
Bride class being represented by’ the 
Priests, owing to their willing sacri- 
fices of the earthly portion in favor 
of the heavenly. 

We are not to identify the Bride 
class with the nominal Christian 
Churches of to-day any more than 
we would identify the Apostles with 
the Jewish Church of their day. The 
Apostles were a select, few, and simi- 
larly all the members of the Church
